HEALTH CONDITIONS AT CAMP 


LEE 


(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 


Disquieting: reports have been free- 


ly circulated that health conditions at 
Camp Lee have been bad, that there 
has been shortage of nurses to care 
for the sick, that the men have not 
been adequately supplied with cloth- 
ing, and that the death rate has been 
very high. Some of the reports 
spread abroad have told of men dy- 
ing by the dozen every day. 


Feelibg that these reports should 


be met by a plain statement of actu- 
al conditions found to exist at Camp 
Lee, The Times-Dispatch advised the 
commanding officer of the camp, Ma- 
jor-General L. M. Brett, of the tenor 
of such reports, and that officer very 
promptly invited the paper to investi- 
gate conditions at the camp, at the 
same time tendering the fullest co- 
operation. 


The results of this 'investigation, 


published1 in 
the ' news 
columns, 


should completely .reassure anxious 
parents and; the public generally. 
While there are a large number of 
the' boys in the base hospital, there 
are comparatively" few critically ill. 
The excessive amount of sickness is 
due largely to'the fact that hundreds 
of the men drawn from rural districts 
have never been exposed even to the 
common diseases such as ^measles and 
mumps. These two ailments have in 
a few months sent 3,000 men to the 
horpita.1. Measles in quite a number 
of cases has been followed by pneu- 
monia, but the proportion of deaths to 
the .number of cases was small. In- 
stead of many deaths, the average has 
been less than one daily since the 
first death occurred on September 25. 


Reports of any form of breakdown 


for the treating or the nursing of the 
sick are entirely without foundation. 
The base hospital' at Camp Lee is 
complete in every respect. . It has a 
full quota of medical 
officers 
and 


nurses, and is under the supervision 
of eminent physicians and surgeons 
and has every form of equipment 
known to medical science. 


Both in the hospital and in the bar- 


racks there is abundant evidence on 
every Hand of the determination of 
the government to look to the com- 
fort, the health, and the pleasure of 
the men whom it has_ called to serve

HEALTH CONDITIONS AT CAMP 


LEE 


(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 


Disquieting: reports have been free- 


ly circulated that health conditions at 
Camp Lee have been bad, that there 
has been shortage of nurses to care 
for the sick, that the men have not 
been adequately supplied with cloth- 
ing, and that the death rate has been 
very high. Some of the reports 
spread abroad have told of men dy- 
ing by the dozen every day. 


Feelibg that these reports should 


be met by a plain statement of actu- 
al conditions found to exist at Camp 
Lee, The Times-Dispatch advised the 
commanding officer of the camp, Ma- 
jor-General L. M. Brett, of the tenor 
of such reports, and that officer very 
promptly invited the paper to investi- 
gate conditions at the camp, at the 
same time tendering the fullest co- 
operation. 


The results of this 'investigation, 


published1 in 
the ' news 
columns, 


should completely .reassure anxious 
parents and; the public generally. 
While there are a large number of 
the' boys in the base hospital, there 
are comparatively" few critically ill. 
The excessive amount of sickness is 
due largely to'the fact that hundreds 
of the men drawn from rural districts 
have never been exposed even to the 
common diseases such as ^measles and 
mumps. These two ailments have in 
a few months sent 3,000 men to the 
horpita.1. Measles in quite a number 
of cases has been followed by pneu- 
monia, but the proportion of deaths to 
the .number of cases was small. In- 
stead of many deaths, the average has 
been less than one daily since the 
first death occurred on September 25. 


Reports of any form of breakdown 


for the treating or the nursing of the 
sick are entirely without foundation. 
The base hospital' at Camp Lee is 
complete in every respect. . It has a 
full quota of medical 
officers 
and 


nurses, and is under the supervision 
of eminent physicians and surgeons 
and has every form of equipment 
known to medical science. 


Both in the hospital and in the bar- 


racks there is abundant evidence on 
every Hand of the determination of 
the government to look to the com- 
fort, the health, and the pleasure of 
the men whom it has_ called to serve
